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S-EftTBMBNT OP IHFORMANT 

During the Suimner and Fall of 1963 I was gathering informa- 
tion for a second party concerning the activities to ■ kwg4^ w » o f 
BILLY SOL BSTES in Texas and Oklahoma* As I met people and talked 
I gradually got to he friends with some of thaiDjand 1 started 
getting some pretty fabulous statements which after I had heard 
a couple or three times from disconnected sources, I began to 
wonder about- One of the people I contacted was a DR, DUHN, 
formerly of PecosJ and who when X me t him was just starting to 
practice in Grapevine^- He was the man who originally started the 
BILLY SOL ESTES investigation* At the time that he began^DUMN 
owned a newspaper in Pecos and he got together with BILLY SOL ESTB3* 
secretary and they got documents and other things out of the file* 
And I am sure some of the information that was suppressed and whicp 
I saw a copy of was a Letter from a Texas Federal Senator* The 
letter was to introduce BILLY SOL ESTES to the addressee and the 
^ body of the letter contained the statement to the effect that 
this program was pefsonally recommended by both the Senator, 
who is still a Senator, and also by Mr* JOHNSON who personally 
recognized MR, ESTES, as well as busines^^ise, as a fine, 
outstanding citizen.

RADIO STATION; 


First Of all, the station was bought in a low ebb 

df the station's economy which was brought about by pressure being 

put on the local advertisers who advertised on it* This is in 

Austin. There is a political machine in that part of the country, 

I believe it's called PENAIASES, and all businessmen more or less 

belong to this type of thing as though it was a 

separate party. And I talked to a couple of indignant ones in 

Austin who togktoer had a Lot of courage but would not give a

statement. They stated that they had received from 

high in the machine that they were not to advertise on this radio 

station. The station went from being fairly profitable to a low 

ebb at which time it was purchased. T talked bo the people who 

owned the station before and they said that they either had to sell

So we went further than that and 1 got the names of a group 
of three people who had applied for an additional license for a 
T,V, station in Austin, Thisk license was denied by the PCC on th^ 
ground that they didn’t need another station, that they already 
had one.

busjLness and as a result, in order not to lose their businesses 
they were in, they stayed out of it* 

RANCH PERL 

I talked to the cousin of the lady that used to own the 
ranch (a widow) that Mr* JOHNSON now owns. He said that HR* 

JOHNSON bought it from this lady and he told me that one of 
JOHNSON^ s people came to the ranch and told her that there was 
going to be an epidemic of cattle poisoning in that area and that 
she should sell the ranch immediately so that all her cattle 
would not accidentally die, 

I talked to DR, DUNN in Grapevine; he said that on a 
particular day an investigator whom he was working with called 
on him and indicated that he had gathered ksk information and that 
he was going to go and confirm one more piece of information which 
directly connected MR, JOHNSON and MR* l^TSS in a partnership deal.

I received information from Lt, Fruge which concerns the 
Holiday Inn Motel in Lafayette, Louisiana, He learned from LOU 
DOHIHGUE, who is a barmaid at \^ e Motel, that right before the _ 
assas sination there iffas a^rawl^n 8ie Inimge of the. Motel. The 
{JSfson who was involved in tlie brawl hd been drinking there and 
signed a bar tab using the name of HYDBLL, She later said that 
thie person greatly resembled LEE HARVEy OSWALD* She also said that 
prior to the fight this person was critici^ring the Kennedy family 
in the bar. He was not registered a^ the Motel but apparently 
had been in a few times before this incident as she thought she 
had seen him before in the bar* 




During the incident the person also dropped a pocket- 
knife on the floor. MR, HAROLD GUIDRY who was the manager of the 
lounge retrieved the pocketknife and the barcheck which was signed 
HYDELL. 


At the same time i-iR. GUIDRY cashed a check for an F.B.I. 


agent who was in the bar at the time of the incident, it cannot 
be ascertained from any of the people if the agent and the 

person who signed the tab as HYDELL were together at any time or 


knew one another. 


After the assassination the local agent came to 
GUIDRY and took the knife and the tab signed flYDELL from GUIDRYT 
They also asked him questions about the incident. 


MISS JESSIE ROMERO worked behind the desk at the time 
of the incident. She has since left and is presently working at 
Martins Lake, located on the Breauxbridge Highway* She said that 
she had occasion to meet a man before and after the assassination 
who came to the Motel and who was a cosmetic salesman by the name 
of OSWALD, She said that she asked this individual after the 
assassination whether or not he was related to LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and he said, "Yes, I am. So what,’* This person had blond hair, 
combed down, hazel eyes, short but apparently a good size. 

Both ladies picked out a picture of LEE HARVEY OSt'^ALD 
from approximately twelve photographs shown them and said that 
this person greatly resembled the man in the incident- T^o other 
women who may be able to shed some light on this are J-IRS. A2J1T 
DAVIS who now lives in Alexandria and MRS, MARY MALIGARI, These 
women were in the bar at the time of the incident and have not 
been talked to as yet. 

It may also be pointed out that DOTvALD WATER who is the 
manager of the Holiday Inn is a very close friend to the F,B*I.

quoting you as saying things which you did not, perhaps i 
should have set this up in the form of an affidavit ^ so 
that you would have a true affidavit to offset the false 
one. However, since this statement is not needed for any 
formal proceeding, and since it was quite obvious to me 
that you were being completely truthful in your description, 

I think that your signing this statement will suffice- I 
enclose an additional copy of thq, statement for you to keep 
for your records. This will serve as a matter of record 
that you did originally describe things exactly as you saw 
them, even though they were not ultimately printed that way, 
and it will also help me in that I will have a record as to 
where the truth is as against the organised effort to portray 
me as a liar and as an insane person as well* 

You will note that we have used your maiden name on the 
statement and have omitted your address. We will not give 
anyone your address for any purpose, l do not anticipate 
that there will be a specific need for you to appear as a 
witness for us at the trial - assuming that we can ever get 
the defendant to trial* However, if the need should ever 
arise X will ask you to consider it as a voluntary matter 
and will not subpoena you in our usual legal process of inquiry. 

After you have finished studying the photograph, please 
return the photograph and the original copy of the state- 
ment to me along with your notes as to your reaction to the 
photograph. I cannot tell you how much I appreciate your 
help. 


P.S, You will notice that we have used a covering "address" 
in writing to you. This Is to keep things simple and to 
make sure that our correspondence is kept private. Any- 
thing sent to ue by you to the covering address will 
reach us .
